To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Fylde  Rural 
District  Council 


Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Eighth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  General  Sanitary  Conditions 
of  your  district.  This  Report  will  contain  an  account  of  the  various 
influences  affecting  injuriously  the  health  of  the  community  and  the 
measures  taken  to  combat  them  ; also  the  various  Tables  of  Vital 
Statistics. 

The  area  of  the  district  dealt  with  in  this  Report  is,  accord- 
ing to  the  Census  return,  38,768  acres,  and  the  population  is  esti- 
mated at  11,550,  an  increase  of  162  on  last  year’s  figures,  being 
made  up  by  an  increase  of  births  over  deaths  of  122  and  an  addition 
of  40  new  residents.  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  took  place  in 
— Fleetwood  sub-district  18,  Blackpool  sub-district  36,  and  Kirkham 
sub-district  68.  The  increase  in  the  population  also  took  place  in 
the  following  sub-districts  : — 10  in  Fleetwood,  10  in  Kirkham,  and 
20  in  Blackpool. 
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This  population  is  exclusive  of  the  inmates  of  the  Fylde 
Union  Workhouse,  the  number  of  whom  being  270.  The  total 
number  of  deaths  in  the  Workhouse  during  the  year  was  49,  but 
only  4 were  amongst  persons  removed  to  the  Workhouse  from  this 
district.  The  remainder  belonged  to — Blackpool  24,  Fleetwood  8, 
Kirkham  6,  Poulton-le-Fylde  2,  Thornton  2,  Lytham  1,  Dewsbury 
1,  and  Bolton  1.  Particulars  of  these  deaths  have  been  forwarded 
to  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  districts  concerned. 

Deaths  in  Moss  Side  Hospital. — 25  deaths  took  place 
in  the  Hospital,  13  of  persons  belonging  to  the  rural  district  and 
12  belonging  to  other  districts,  viz.  : — Fleetwood,  2;  Kirkham,  1 ; 
St.  Annes-on-the-Sea,  2 ; Poulton-le-Fylde,  1 ; Thornton,  1 ; Lytham, 
4;  Rochdale,  1. 


SECTION  I. 

VITAL,  STATISTICS. 

Bikths. — During  the  year  ended  December  31st  last,  the 
number  of  births  registered  in  the  district  amounted  to  281,  as 
compared  with  287  last  year,  a decrease  of  6.  The  birth-rate 
corresponded  to  2 4 ’3  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population,  against 
25’2  last  year,  27-0  in  1907,  22’2  in  1906,  24f3  in  1905,  and  an 
average  of  25 ’9  for  the  ten  years  1899-1908.  Illegitimate  births 
numbered  31 — males,  13;  females,  18.  Below  are  given  the 
number  of  births  in  each  of  the  four  registration  sub-districts,  and 
also  the  sex  distribution  : —

Tables  I.  and  II.  appended  give  the  number  of  births  and 
the  birth-rates  for  1909  and  the  preceding  decade, 
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MORTALITY. 

Deaths. — The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the 
district  during  the  year  under  review  was  212,  exactly  the  same  as 
last  year.  To  ascertain  the  nett  deaths  at  all  ages  actually  belong- 
ing to  the  Fylde  Rural  District,  45  deaths  in  the  Fylde  Union 
Workhouse,  and  12  deaths  in  the  Joint  Hospital  at  Moss  Side  (all  of 
persons  not  belonging  to  the  district)  must  be  excluded,  and  4 
deaths  have  to  be  added  which  occurred  in  the  Preston  Infirmary, 
&c.,  of  persons  belonging  to  this  area.  The  total  number  of  deaths 
belonging  to  the  district  was,  therefore,  159,  or  2 more  than  in  the 
preceding  year.  The  death-rate  calculated  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion corresponded  to  13  *7,  a figure  identical  with  last  year’s  average, 
and  0T  above  the  mean  of  the  preceding  decennial  period. 

Tables  I.,  II.,  IV.  and  V.  give  further  details  of  the  deaths 
and  death-rates.

Epidemic  Death-rate. — The  seven  principal  Epidemic  Dis- 
eases contributed  17  deaths,  against  10  deaths  in  1908  and  6 deaths 
in  1907.  Diphtheria  (including  Membranous  Croup)  was  responsible 
for  7 deaths,  Enteric  Fever  6 deaths,  Scarlet  Fever  2 deaths,  and 
Diarrhoea  2 deaths.  The  Epidemic  death-rate  equalled  D47  per 
1,000;  last  year  it  was  0 87,  0*53  in  1907,  1’08  in  1906,  D30  in 
1905,  0-75  in  1904,  and  1*48  in  1903. 

Phthisis  (Pulmonary  Tuberculosis)  gave  rise  to  4 deaths’ 
corresponding  to  a death-rate  of  0*34  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  5 
deaths  and  a rate  of  0’43  last  year,  and  11  deaths  and  a rate  of 
0-97  in  1907. 

Respiratory  Diseases,  including  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia 
and  Pleurisy,  were  accredited  with  19  deaths,  or  12  less  than  in 
1908.  The  rate  per  1,000  was  1*64,  as  compared  with  2*72  last 
year,  P95  in  1907,  and  1*90  in  1906. 

Infantile  Mortality. — Deaths  amongst  children  under 
the  age  of  one  year,  20  in  number,  were  fewer  than  in  any  previous 
year,  and  the  death-rate,  calculated  per  1,000,  71.  Births,  the 
lowest  on  record. 

Table  V.  appended  analyses  the  causes  of  deaths  amongst 
infants,  and  gives  the  ages  at  death  in  weeks  and  months.

SECTION  II. 

EPIDEMIC  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  157  cases  of  Epidemic 
Diseases  notified,  an  increase  of  82  on  the  preceding  year,  when  the 
number  was  75.  The  cases  notified  consisted  of  82  Scarlet  Fever, 
14  Enteric  Fever,  58  Diphtheria,  and  3 of  Erysipelas.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Cases,  82.  Deaths,  2. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  there  were  17  cases 
of  this  disease  notified  ; but  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year  the  number 
of  notifications  was  largely  increased,  there  being  65  received. 


As  during  the  end  of  1908  there  were  a few  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  in  the  districts  of  Wesham  and  Marton,  this  disease  con- 
tinued its  course  throughout  nearly  the  whole  year,  and  in  almost 
every  village,  increasing  in  intensity,  especially  during  the  last 
three  months  of  the  year. 

All  of  the  cases,  with  the  exception  of  14,  were  removed  to 
the  Moss  Side  Hospital.  Two  cases  occurred  among  the  Nurses  on

the  Hospital  Staff,  and  two  cases  were  admitted  from  the  Fylde 
Union  Workhouse,  one  a Nurse  and  the  other  an  Inmate. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Cases,  58.  Deaths,  7. 

Like  Scarlet  Fever  there  have  been  several  cases  of  Diph- 
theria at  the  end  of  the  preceding  year.  In  January,  February  and 
March,  18  cases  were  notified  in  Warton,  Kellamergh  and  Wrea 
Green,  viz.  : 13  in  Warton,  2 in  Kellamergh  and  3 in  Wrea  Green. 
This  epidemic,  no  doubt,  owed  its  origin  to  a case  in  November  of 
the  preceding  year,  when  no  medical  attendance  was  called  in. 
This  case  returned  to  school  in  Warton  on  December  23rd,  1908, 
then  her  sister  became  ill,  a doctor  was  called  in  to  this  case,  and 
it  was  notified  as  Diphtheria  and  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  died  on  the  25th  December  ; her  sister  next  contracted  the 
disease,  was  removed  to  the  Hospital,  and  recovered.  The  next 
three  cases  in  Warton,  in  one  family, — one  child  became  ill  on 
January  1st,  1909,  no  doctor  was  called  in;  her  brother  went  to 
school  till  January  11th,  then  became  ill,  a doctor  was  called  in, 
and  these  cases  were  ultimately  notified  as  Diphtheria.  From  the 
foregoing  history  we  may  conclude  that  attendance  at  school  had  a 
considerable  influence  in  producing  the  epidemic.  The  school  was 
closed  for  six  weeks,  and  all  precautions  taken  to  stamp  the  disease 
out.  After  the  school  was  re-opened  no  fresh  cases  occurred. 

Of  the  total  58  cases,  35  were  removed  to  Moss  Side  Hos- 
pital, all  of  whom  recovered  except  5,  viz.  : 2 from  Warton,  2 from 
Wrea  Green,  and  1 from  Freckleton. 

Of  the  cases  treated  in  Hospital  there  were  five  deaths.  Of 
the  remainder  treated  at  their  homes  there  were  three  deaths. 

In  regard  to  the  origin  of  most  of  the  cases,  excluding  those 
who  had  derived  the  disease  by  infection,  defective  drainage,  offen- 
sive privies  and  ashpits  had  contributed  as  a cause.  In  all  these 
insanitary  conditions  new  drains  were  laid,  and  in  one  house  at 
Warton  where  the  drinking  water  was  impure  Fylde  water  was 
attached. 
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TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Cases,  14.  Deaths,  6. 

Of  this  disease,  7 occurred  in  Wesham,  3 each  in  Marton 
and  Freckleton,  and  1 in  Elswick.  The  first  cases,  two  in  number, 
occurred  in  January  in  Marton.  In  these  no  local  cause  could  be 
found.  The  next  were  7 cases  in  Wesham  in  February  and  March. 
Four  cases  occurred  in  one  house  ; here  there  were  defective  drains 
and  closet ; this  has  been  notified,  and  a water-closet  put  in.  The 
next  case  (in  Wesham),  no  local  cause  could  be  found  ; but  it  was 
ascertained  that  this  case  had  helped  to  attend  the  preceding  four 
cases,  and  doubtless  had  contracted  the  disease  in  this  way.  The 
next  case,  also  in  Wesham ; there  was  defective  drainage,  which  has 
since  been  notified.  The  last  case  in  Wesham  derived  the  disease 
from  his  work,  the  closets  there  being  wrong  at  that  time.  Of  the 
remainder  of  the  cases,  defective  drainage  and  stagnant  pools  of 
urine  had  caused  the  outbreak  of  the  disease  ; these  conditions  have 
since  been  remedied. 

Twelve  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Hospital,  and  two 
were  treated  at  home — one  at  Freckleton  and  one  at  Elswick. 

INFECTIOUS  HOSPITALS. 

Two  in  number,  one  at  Moss  Side,  the  Fylde  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital ; the  other  the  Small-pox  Hospital  at  Elswick,  a Joint 
Hospital  for  Preston,  Garstang  and  the  Fylde. 

There  have  been  admitted  into  the  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Moss  Side,  during  the  year,  303  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases,  viz. : 
200  of  Scarlet  Fever,  68  of  Diphtheria,  and  35  of  Typhoid  Fever; 
an  increase  of  117  on  the  preceding  year,  when  there  were  186 
cases  in  all — 114  of  Scarlet  Fever,  22  of  Diphtheria,  and  48  of 
Typhoid  Fever.  The  following  table  shows  from  which  district

Of  the  303  cases  treated  in  the  Hospital  there  were  25 
deaths-6  of  Scarlet  Fever,  10  of  Typhoid  Fever,  and  9 of  Diphtheria. 

SECTION  III. 

GENERAL  WORK. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Epidemic  Diseases  throughout 
the  year,  schools  have  had  to  be  closed  for  varying  periods  in  the 
following  townships  and  months  : —

In  all  these  schools  the  Inspector  disinfected  and  took  all 
steps  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Owing  to  the  insanitary  and  defective  condition  of  the 
drainage  on  the  property  at  the  corner  of  Garstang  Road  and  Segar 
Street,  Wesham,  the  sewers  were  taken  out  and  relaid.  The  same 
work  was  done  in  the  back  passages  between  the  properties  in 
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Rawlinson  Street  and  Porter  Street  East,  also  in  the  properties 
adjoining  this  ; in  all,  33  houses  were  re-drained  and  28  common 
privies  converted  into  water  closets,  the  other  five  having  been 
previously  done.  As  there  have  been  several  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  above-named  streets,  I 
must  congratulate  the  Council  in  so  well  supporting  the  officers  in 
getting  this  much-needed  improvement  so  successfully  done,  and 
your  officers  hope  to  receive  the  same  support  in  any  similar  cases 
that  may  occur. 

Slaughter-houses. — These  have  been  found,  on  inspection, 
to  be  in  a fairly  satisfactory  condition,  with  the  exception  of  one, 
where  the  floor,  which  was  of  concrete,  had  become  broken,  thus 
necessitating  a new  floor.  At  three  others  the  Inspector  had  to 
caution  the  occupiers  as  to  cleanliness. 

An  outbreak  of  Anthrax  occurred  in  October  at  a farm  in 
Salwick ; one  cow  died,  the  carcase  was  destroyed  by  heat,  and 
the  shippons  thoroughly  disinfectected.  Also  an  outbreak  of 
Glanders  took  place  in  a farm  at  Marton  ; one  horse  was  destroyed 
after  the  Mallein  Test  had  been  applied,  the  carcase  destroyed  by 
heat,  and  the  stable  disinfected.  No  further  outbreaks  have  occurred. 

Bake-houses. — No  complaints.

These  have,  as  usual,  been  well  kept  by  the  occupiers,  and 
improvements  have  been  effected  in  several  instances  in  the  way  of 
new  systems  of  drainage,  these  having  been  put  down  at  three  farms. 

As  usual,  a large  amount  of  sanitary  work  has  been  effected 
without  having  to  bring  the  same  to  your  notice,  and  for  this  I 
have  to  thank  those  owners  or  occupiers  who  have  so  readily  acted 
on  the  recommendations  made  to  them. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  support  during  the  year.
